Feb. 26, <A3>—An ap­ 
parent shortage of I81.T97.Í9 tn a 
fund collected by the state land of­ 
fice for the revaluation of state 
lands, was Indicated today in a re­ 
port made to the land office In­ 
vestigating committee of the legis­ 
lature by representativo of Ernst 
and Ernst, auditors, employed by 
by the 
committee to 
check the 
fund. 
The report Indicated that 
■I72,865.45 had been collected from 
the present proprietors for r' valu­ 
ation purposes 
and 
that of this 
amount only $60,293.67 had been 
deposited. 
This leaves $12,471.78 
■unaccounted for. 
The 
auditors 
also found cancelled checks repre­ 
senting $20,326.51 
of the 
fund 
missing. 
Land Commissioner J. T. Robi­ 
son had previously told the inves­ 
tigating committee that many of 
the checks which he had written 
representing refunds to land pro­ 
prietors contributing to the fund, 
had been endorsed and returned to 
him and that he. feeling that the 
state had no Interest in the funds, 
had held these checks and drawn 
against the funds which 
backed 
them.

WitnfMwm 
from the 
bank in 
which th© 
fund wa* 
deposited, 
have teslifi-d 
that they 
cashed 
checks on the fund drawn in favor 
of Robison and

COURT RAVINGS 


Manacled and Gagged, Defend­ 
ant Forced To Attend 
Trial For Murder 


DALLAS, 
Fob. 26, (JP)—Bound 
to his chair In the court room with 
ropes and gagged with a heavy 
leather strap that half covered hi© 
face, Dewey R. Hunt, 
confessed 
army deserter, went to trial hero 
today 
for 
murder. 
The charge 
against him grew out of tho death 
of Sam A. Cole, one man street 
car operator, who was found dead, 
shot to death in his car last Octo­ 
ber. 
Three jurors had been chosen 
when Judge Grover Adams recess­ 
ed court at noon. 
All jurors were 
being qualified as to 
the 
death 
penalty which Hunt faces if con­ 
victed, «and to insanity defense. 
H unts attorneys had indicated 
that insanity will be his defense. 
The state says that Hunt's wild ac­ 
tions and his “show” do not mean 
anything. 
To attempt to 
prove 
this, the state announced the a r­ 
rival today of four witnesses from 
Tennessee who u ill testify, it says, 
that Hunt has put on these “in­ 
sanity shows’* during trials on oth­ 
er charges and that before and af­ 
ter the trials he has been normal. 
Even though bound to his chair 
aud held by officers. Hunt hurled 
himself and th# chair into the air 
apd on the floor aa the trial was 
getting under way. It took the of- 
fleers about 13 minutes to ti© htjn 
up again. 
Officers are not allowed to strike 
this giant of a man who has al­ 
most superhuman 
strength 
and 
who fights and raves almost all 
the time when in the court room. 
An order to this effect was given 
to them when he was reported to 
have told fellow' prisoners that If 
possible he would get an injury so 
that he “never would be tried.”

‘In actual practice we find the

IOPLE old enough to institute comparison be­ 
tween the business Methods of thirty or so 
years ago with those of today will agree that the 
saedard of commercial ethics has more than per­ 
ceptibly risen. 
No one will contend that business, to use the 
word in its most comprehensive term, has ap­ 
proached moral perfection or that the Golden Rule 
la anything like universal, but honesty, again us­ 
ing a word In its largest meaning. Is more gener­ 
ally practiced than it was three or four decades 
ago. Something more than a merely artful prac­ 
tice of the old maxim, ‘’honesty Is the best pol­ 
icy.” baB bred the alteration. The ethical con­ 
sciousness of the world is greater than It was, 
and business has felt 
the

change. 
There are still men who 
believe in the cyn­ 
ical ruie “ do others before they do you.” but they 
lees openly flaunt tbeir ways before the public. 
Of all the newer code of business, the change 
in the relations of employer and employe is the 
most hopeful and the most helpful, where once 
there waB a mutual suspicion and antagonism of­ 
ten flaring into violent strife, there is coming mu­ 
tual understanding, a realization of two sides 
of the labor problem.

It seems to be the consensus of political 
opinion that Mr. Hammond has no particular bus­ 
iness with Mr. Hoover; that his calls arc purely 
social. 
In Its literal sense, I would guess that this 
judgment is absolutely correct. I can hardly imag­ 
ine a man less likely than John Ha;-s Hammond 
to want anything from the next national admin- j 
istration. for himself or for anyone else. 
Yet we must bear in mind that a president­ 
elect has mighty little time for mere small talk. 
It follows that he must consider those person­ 
al friends exceedingly well worth while whom he 
can remain on visiting term? with, in the mid?t 
of the hurly-burly of preparation for four years, 
or more, in the White House.

Hammond this kind of a personal friend— majbe 
practically his only one. 
President Coolidge has had but one— Frank
